Only to jupportthe Rebellion in the Highlanis of this Our Antient Kingdom , as appears by Bonds, Aſ- 
fociations, aud Letters, but likewiſe, to Form Patties, an1 to Creat Sedition and Commotion, in other 
places thereof ; Towbich end Henry Navail Pain, Priſoner in Our Caltle of Edinburgh, a ' raffecking 
Papiſt, was ſent into this Kingdom, and ſu. din Annandale, and ſeveral of bis Aſſociats and Corre- 
. ſpondents, have been by Onur Warrand ſecurcd in Our Kingdom of England ; and there being clear Evui- 
dence of a Correſpoudence betwixt the ſaid Pain and ſeveral perſons in vhis Our Autiem Kingdom , and 
there being many ſuſpef and diſaffefted perſons, lmkirg in, and about Our City of Edinburgh ; There- 
fore We, with Advice of Our Privy Conncil, have thought fit for the Security of the Government, to cauſe 
Search be made in, and ab:ut the City of Edinburgh, for the Apprebending and Securing of ſeveral per- 
ons who bave niver acknowledged the Government now Eſtabliſh*d, and who are known 10 be perſons 
diſ:ffetied and oppoſite thereto; and becauſe ſuch pe» ſons will not be wanting to give ſmniſterous impreſſions 
of Our Procedure, and to injinuat in the mind: of ſome, that there is great danger of an Inſurrefion, or 
invafin, and in the apprebenſuons of othere Our good \uvjeits, that they may be in hazard to be ſeiged : 
T berefore We, with Advice of Our Privy Council, Have thought fit, to Iſſue forth this Proclamation, 
for the pr of Uur good Snubjefts, and aſſure all who do live peaceably and dutifully, that they are, 
and ſhall ve in perfe& Security, and that We will grue Our outmot Endeavour to Proteff and Defend Our 
good YubjeFs, fromthe attempts of the Enenues o; the Froteftant Religion, and Our Government, . Our 
Will is b:refore, and We Charge you flraitly and Command, - that incontinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye 
paſs, and in ()ur Name and 4uthority, by open Pr:clamation, make Publication of the Premiſes, at the 
. eMercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and other places needtul. —
